Teachers and administrators 
at Seirra Madre City School 
greeted 687 pupils as the fall 
semester opened last Thurs¬ 
day, Sept. 13.

House fires start from a 
small fire and small fires are 
caused from such very small 
hot spots as a lighted cigar¬ 
ette. Only rags will get so hot 
as to eventually take off into 
flame. Children with matches 
are a source of many, many 
fires throughout our United 
States. 

Our good fortune in Sierra 
Madre cannot last forever and 
if we fail to respond to the 
urgent appeal to remain fire 
conscious, the chain of good 
luck can snap or at least 
break eventually. 

Those who would take a 
chance of doing their own 
cleaning with flammable li¬ 
quids are strictly a menace to 
a community. They are either 
downright careless, do not 
know the danger, or are ask¬ 
ing for trouble.

GROWTH OF JEALOUSY

The jealousy type of inferiority neurosis about which I wrote 
in my last article follows the same pattern in its development 
as many other types of neuroses. 

They all have their start, their conception, in earliest child¬ 
hood, and “grow” because of 0 
our thought processes in a co¬ 
ordinated pace with our "ac¬ 
tual” growth. Perhaps it would 
be more readily understood if 
we realized the true signifi¬ 
cance of the Holy Trinity, the 
three aspects of mankind. 

Human beings are composed 
of three separate “properties” 

—the physical, the mental, and 
the spiritual. The great tragedy 
of human existance is the un¬ 
equal rate of development be¬ 
tween these three properties. 

From the very moment of 
conception we begin the phy¬ 
sical growth, and, in humans, 
physical growth is slower than 
in any other form of animal 
life, insofar as reaching a stage 
of self-reliance and non-de¬ 
pendence upon parental aid is 
concerned. 

Mental birth, or we may call 
it realization—consciousness of 
being alive—occurs shortly af¬ 
ter the physical entrance into 
this world. Some scientists 
claim it o be as early as a few 
weeks. 

And our mental growth is 
very rapid, with results that 
often wreak havoc in our lives. 

Tiny infants realize that they 
should be able to walk long 
before they are physically able 
to do so. They sense that they 
should be able to talk, sing, 
whistle, use table service, etc., 
long before they are physical¬ 
ly able to do so—he result, 
they develop an inferiority 
neurosis. 

In their conscious and sub¬ 
conscious mind, they get a fix¬ 
ation that they are different 
from other people. They are 
unable to DO and LIVE and 
BE like others whom they ob¬ 
serve. 

This is the background 
which causes most of our un¬ 
wanted traits of character, one 
of which is our present subject, 
jealousy. 

Space will not permit the ex¬ 
ploration, in this article, of all 
the different types or classifi¬ 
cations or jealousy which were 
listed in my last article. We 
will cover the outstanding 
ones now and save the rest for 
the future. 

The first will be an elimina¬ 
tion. The combination of type 
“A” (people who are not 
jealous) and ype “E” (people 
who ignore manifestations of 
jealousy) are the only “pair¬ 
ing" which can be entirely free 
from the ravages of jealousy. 

Such a pair, as working bud¬ 
dies, as business partners, or in 
family ties . . . will experience 
only— the greatest harmony, 
success, and happiness.

and type “F” (people who en¬ 
courage exhibitions of jeal¬ 
ousy) presenss a situation 
which might well be classed as 
dangerous as an atom bomb. 
Such persons should cancel all 
contracts and stay away from 
each other as far as possible. 

Analysis of other pairings 
will be given in future articles 
along with a “close-out” of the 
“jealousy” problem, and how 
the spiritual technique may be 
applied for practical relief of 
he problem.

The television industry unzipped its bulging wallet this 
week to produce the best fall TV programming that money 
can buy. Waving thousand dollar bills under the noses of 
everyone in the world with a boxoffice name, TV is attempt¬ 
ing to line up a permanent cast of stars the like of which 
the public has never seen before—for free. 

This will be TVs big year. Completion of the cable and 
still expanding set sales has spurred the expansion effort. 
And many advertisers appear ready to spend the limit. For 
example, NBC is paying actor Montgomery Clift a neat 
$6,000 to appear for six minutes on the forthcoming Kate 
Smith nightime show. Jack Benny will get considerably 
more than that when he makes his TV dramatic debut on 
Robert Montgomery’s “Lucky Strike Theatre’’ in November. 

Also indicative of the kind of money to be spent this 
season is NBC-TV’s plan for a once-a-month “super-hoopla” 
production. Such extravaganzas as “South Pacific” and a 
Danny Kaye video premiere may be seen in these planned 
two-hour programs. Their costs, of course, would be well 
over $100,000 each. 

Biggest money to be paid an individual star probably 
will go to Bing Crosby if he yields to the lure of TV. A 
cigarette company is trying to get Bing to join Bob Hope 
in its Sunday show. 

Despite all the increased budgets for national shows, 
many local Hollywood producers are chopping talent budgets 
in an attempt to divert more money into their own pockets. 
The Spade Cooley show is about the only local production 
seeking to keep its talent standards high, although KTLA 
continues to pump much production effort into its other 
top shows.

The importance of salt in 
the diet is emphasized by 
James S. McLester, nationally 
known medical authority, in 
his book "Nutrition and Diet 
in Health and Disease.” He 
noted that a salt-free diet, if 
long continued, sometimes re¬ 
sulted in weakness or other 
physical impairment. Never¬ 
theless, in a wide variety of 
conditions, including kidney 
and urinary tract disorders, 
certain complications of preg¬ 
nancy, heart trouble and hy¬ 
pertension, an attempt is often 
meda to reduce the use of salt. 
This should always be done 
under the direction of a physi¬ 
cian. 

Salt is essential to the proper 
balance of fluids within, the 
body but, according to the best 
medical opinion, use of it, 
when not really needed, may 
do more harm than good.

Even With Wages 
You Can Collect 
SS Payments 

Under the new Social Secur¬ 
ity law, an insured worker who 
is 75 or over may receive his 
old-age insurance payments re¬ 
gardless of the amount of 
wages he earns. 

Beneficiaries between the 
ages of 65 and 75 are limited to 
not more than $50 per month in 
wages and still receive their 
old-age insurance. 

During the month of July,
